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SECTION  C.  1.  (ii)  DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 


The  Kingswood  and  Warmley  Joint  Sewerage  Disposal  Works 
at  Conham  were  completed  and  opened  in  June,  1939.  They  will 
serve  the  parishes'  of  Bitton,  Hanham  Abbots,  Oldland  ana  Siston. 

Three  new  sewers  were  completed  during  the  year,  two  in 
the  Parish  of  Oldland,  and  oneJ in  the  Parish  of  Siston. 

A  scheme  of  the  sewerage  of  all  parishes  other  than 
Mangotsfield  Rural  has  been  submitted  to  the  Ministry,  but 
sanction  not  yet  obtained. 

2.  Rivers  and  Streams. 

The  old  works  of  the  Kingswood  Urban  District  Council 
which  did  not  properly  function  have  been  put  out  of  use,  the 
sewage  being  conveyed  to  the  new  works  at  Conham. 

3.  (i)  Closet  Accommodation. 

Thirteen  earth  closets  were  converted  to  water  closets 
complete  with  flushing  cisterns  and  connected  to  the  sewer. 

There  were  no  earth  closets,  pail  closets  or  improved 
privies  constructed. 

(ii)  Public  Cleansing. 

The  whole  district  is  'subject  to  weekly  collection  of 
house  refuse  and  this  appears  to  be  very  satisfactory.  The 
disposal  is  now  by  means  of  controlled  tipping.

This  is  an  open  air  swimming 
pool  with  a  natural  supply  o£  spring  water  which  is  rather  cold. 
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The  hath  is  emptied  at  intervals  and  a  crude  form  of  chlorination 
is  used. 

(vii)  Eradication  of  Bed  Burs. 

There  were  no  houses  found  infested  with  hugs. 

Schools. 

The  Sanitary  Conditions  of  the  Schools  in  this  District 
are  found  to  he  good.  Water  is  obtained  from  a  piped  supply 
in  most  cases. 

No  special  action  was  required  in  respect  of  infectious 
diseases,  hut  when  indicated  the  schools  are  sprayed  with 
disinfectant.
